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FINDINGS . 

1. Out of 137 schools under study, 59 did not receive any 
set of Teachers Guide Eooks for class 6th. 

2 . 78 schools have received it through the D.E.Os concerned. 

3. All the 78 schools deisre that they should get the 
Teachers Guide Eooks through their D.F.Os in future 

as well. 

4. 77 schools had got the entry of the Teachers Guide Books 
in the proper register, but in one school the Guide Eooks 
were present but not entered in the register, 

5. Out of 78 schools 76 had informed their teachers 
concerned about the presence of these teachers Guide 
Books in the School library. 

6. Teachers Guide Bocks in 47 schools were according to 
their requirements whereas 31 schools needed more sets. 

7. Sets of Teachers Guide Eooks required by the • schools 
mentioned abo \« are one to two sets per school.
